You have on several occasions out me to considerable trouble and expense in improperly 
denying me what was not supposed to be denied. The recent occasion should be fresh 
enough in your mind, if not in Miss Smith's. I n this you have also wanted nuch for the 
government, a small share of which also comes from me. 

1 have yet to bo given access to anything that was over denied me where there ever 
was any for the original denial. 

But in each case, in varying degrees, there was an extra cost to me and extra 
trouble and intrusions into ay work and my ability to do the work. 

I think you owe those of us who use the Archives a policy in which at the very least 
it assumes responsibility for it a own - si will I call them, "errors?" 

In the last case, the extra oost'to ne was half of the coat at the time of the 
original request. And that no matter how mall the sum, as a m tter of principle 
there should in such caaes he no jncbadtpSanc minimum.
